taken: 

Clajrrjs 1, 2, 5-7, 9, 10 "and 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
wag filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Regarding claims 1 and 12. the 
specification fails to show or teaches the plurality of adders for adding each side of the 
firslj photo detection elements. The first and second difference signal producing means 
and the level adjusting means for adjusting the level of the second difference signal. 
Regarding claims 6, 9, 17 arid 18. The specification does not disclose a subtracting 
step for subtracting a pre-pit signal component from the tracking error signal. 

" The drawings are objected to because the drawing do not shows the limitations 
as claimed such as the plurality of a first adders, second adders, subtracting a pre-pit 

cornponent from a tracking error signal. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with
